That is what has happened, apparently, 
in the case of Mrs. de la Pasture's 
dramatization of her novel, ‘Peter's 
Mother.’’ Doubtless most of the Lon- 
don crtics are busy pointing out to this 
fortunate author wherein she has failed 
to obey the accepted rules, but no one 
who saw the first performance of 
“Peter's Mother’ at Wyndham’s on 
Wednesday evening, could doubt its ap- 
peal to the audience, notwithstanding | 
the fact that it is @ play of sentiment | 
rather than action, and that it pictures 
a narrow, decorous life in which the 
storm and stress usually supposed to 
be necessary to drama one cOnspicuous 
by their absence.

Meanwhile. readers of this correspond- 
ence possibly recollect how it was that 
the manager of the Garrick suddenly 
came into conflict with the London re- 
viewers of plays. Anxious to “reform” 
dramatic criticism, which he maintains is 
in a bad way, Mr. Bourchier recently de- 
cided not to let the critics see produc- 
tions at his theater ‘until after‘the first 
week. and first exercised this prohibi- 
tion in the case of *‘The Morals of Mar- 
cus,” by W. J. Locke. The reviewers 
retaliated by staying away from the 
playhouse altogether, and, as,was stated 
at the time, the impression prevailed 
that the consequent lack of publicity had 
proved fatal to Locke’s work. 

And, as a matter of fact, one hears 
from the inside that the early audiences 
at the Garrick were rather, slim, but 
after. the first week business took 4 
boom, and since then it has been only 
a question of whether the playhouse 
could hold all the. people who simul- 
taneously want to see Locke’s adaptation 
of his very successful novel. That novel 
was. of course, called ““‘The Morals of 
Marcus Ordeyne,’’ and incidentally it is 
the second work of fiction to be snccess- 
fully staged in: London this season, 
other being Mrs. de la Pasture’s story, 
“Peter's Mother.’

When They Utter a Polish Word 
They Are Brutally Whipped, but 
the Little Ones Speak It Any- 
how—Learn Language 
in Secret.

Wiarsaw, October 6.—Examples set by 
their compartiots in Russian Poland, 
who struck for Polish language in the!

It sounds rather strange to Western 
ears to hear accounts of children refus- 
ing to obey their teachers in spite of fre- 
quent floggings, and still stranger to 
learn that tae young rebels are looked 
upon as heroes by the Polish community. 
And yet there is something to be said 
for the Poles.in this case. They suffer 
many petty persecutions at the hands of 
their Prussian masters from which. the 
Poles under the Russian yoke are freed, 
for the last is too broad by nature to | 
interfere in the trivialities of life. “The | 
Prussians, being systematic, begin their 
Prussianzing treatment in the infant 
The polish children attending | 
taught German (from their | 
ame gua As soon as they enter the 
owest class they are Strictly forbidden 
to utter a Polish word. They learn their 


are 


German. They are taiwzht to say Ger- 
man poetry.and German prayers, al- 
thougn they are too ignorant of. the 
language to understand what they re- 
peat. Their small brains are burdened 
with a double task—to master unknown 
facts in a strange tongue. 


No Polish Allowed. 


Woe betide them if they venture. to 
speak Polish! Teachers are known to 
keep the small culprits locked up in the 
school al] night in the dark and without 
in large numbers to “‘rescle’’ their..chil- 
in large numbers to ‘r‘escue”’ their chil- 
dren by forcing an entrance into tae 
school house and facing the German 
teachers with saucepans, broomsticks, 
roilimg pins and other articles of domes- 
tic use. A gcuffle ensues, the police ar- 
rive and carry the demonstrators off to 
the nearest police station. 

Even when the children have grown 
older and mastered whe elemetns of the 
German language, their cage is not much 
‘better. They are frequently punished 
for speaking German with a Polish ac- 
eént, though the différerice between the 
two languages is such that it is almost 
impossible to speak both without a for- 
eign accent, and Germans, after living 
among Poles for a lifetime, cannot mas- 
ter the difficulties of ‘pronunciation. 
But this consideration has no weizht 
with the Prussian teacher: the Polish 
child is supposed to wpeak German like 
a native, and much time, waich could 
be better spent in other ways, is lost in 
punishing the children for smal! slips in 
pronunciation. 

Another means of Prussianizing is for 
the teachers to jeer at everything Polish 
before their pupils and to encourage the 
German scholars to do the same. Every- 
thing, from the children’s Polish names 
to their country’s nistory, their homes 
and parents, is held up to ridicule. This 
policy has been pushed so far that it 
is not a rare thing for a Pole to have | 
the words ‘“Polnisches swein’ (Polish | 
pig) called after him when passing Ge*- | 
man children in the gtréets. In Berlin, | 
where Poles speak their own language | 
in the public thorougnfares, thew fre- 
quently meet with hostile looks and un-- 
complimentary remarks about their na- 
tionality. 

The Polish children have a great deal 
of difficulty in Keeping pace with thetr 
yerman classmates. It is as if an Eng- 
lish or American child, living in his own 
country, were obliged to repeat lessons 
and write al) his exercises and composi- 
ions in French. The tasks, therefore, 
thougn easy for the German, ar: terri- 
bly hard for the Pole and often necessi- 
tates hig sitting up late at night to fin- 
ish them. Next mornin he goes to the 
school sleepy and nervous. He is asked 
a question. Perhaps he hesitates. not 
because he does not know the lesson. but 
because he is tired, and his childish mind 
realizes how much depends upon his an- 
swer—his place in the class, his weekly 
report, perhaps his seat in the school.

everything it could do to meet the demand of trade.

Week before last the clearings of Atlanta, for the first time in years, 
showed a decrease of $204,000 as compared with the same week the year 


before. 


Atlanta was suffering from the effect of a disastrous outbreak of mob 
| violence that week, and it paid the penalty to the tune of $204,000 in the de- 
crease of bank clearings—not to speak of immeasurable loss in other direc- 


tions.

Still, the sagacious men who direct 
the affairs of the union—men who 
know every phase of cotton, froin the 
seeding to the market and the loom— 
could see sufficiently into the future 
to believe they were justified in fix- 
ing an ill-cent minimum and definite- 
ly advising the planters depending 
upon their counsel to hold the staple 
for this price. 

Their wisdom has been amply vin- 
dicated by current events. Unless 
the situation is complicated by one of 
those unforeseen developments insep- 
arable from the subject of cotton, it 
appears probable that their judgment 
will be verified in more gratifying 
dimensions than those apparent at 
this juncture. 

The Constitution feels its inability 
to offer suggestions to men who have 
already demonstrated the reach of 
their foresight. It will not be out of 
place, however, to renew the warning 
sounded in these columns a few days 
ago to the members of the union and 
to cotton farmers generally. While 
all signs are now propitious, the bat- 
tle is far—very far—from being won. 
Patience, watchfulness, caution and 
fidelity must continue to guide the 
actions of every farmer who desires 
to secure his full due and who recog- 
nizes, at the same time, his obliga- 
tion to his fellow farmers and the 
south at large.

There nevér appeared in The Consti- 
tution a saner, wiser, timelier editorial 
that the one contained in the paper of 
October 3, on “The Past as a Problem 
Solver.” | 

The strength of such a deliverance is 
like that one in the axiom, “A straight 
line is the shortest distance between 
two points.” It ig true because the 
opposite of the declaration is impossi- 
ble. We are shut up to either one of 
two alternatives, we must move in the 
direction made clear in The Constitu- 
tion’s utterance, or we must all arm 
ourselves with the implements through 
which hate expresses itself and attempt 
the mad feat of moving toward chaos 
and destruction. But with nearly two 
thousand years of experience in solving 
human problems by the exercise of love 
rather than of hate, we are not ready 
to take the back track and throw away 
the lessons of the ages to make of our- 
selves a mob headed for chaos, yather 
than a trained, disciplined, clear-eyed, 
self-sacrificing, Christian body of human 
beings, moving toward a civilization of 
complete and universal good will. 

Let us learn from the past what to do 
today and leave ug a weritage to our 
childr such-an example of tender, 
humane and upright living in the face 
of our difficulties as they may success- 
fully follow tomorrow. 

It is nearly three hundred years since 
the makers of our American civilization 
bégan to deal with the black man on 
these shores. It was by no private ini- 
tiative on the part of the negro that 
he left the wilds of Africa to breathe 
and to be in the new world. He was 
not consulted as to whether he would 
come to this American wilderness or 
not. He was stolen from his native 
forests and brought here by the slave 
dealer and left on the bleak New Eng- 
land coast. He was treated as 80 many 
goods and chattels by those determined 
to get on in the world by the use of, 
what Shaw calls, ‘“‘their moral inefficien- 
cies.” The northern climate was too 
cold for the denizens of a tropical re- 
gion. Slave labor in a land of snow 
and sleet did not pay. Having secured 
the profit arising from stealing the poor 
son of Ham out of siavery in Africa 
and selling him into slavery in America, 
his New England owner soon saw that 
interest on the money he could get by 
disposing of him altogether was worth 
more than his labor. 

In the course of events the institutjon 
of slavery passed entirely from the 
northern to the southern states. 

That slavery was wrong is now gen- 
erally admitted. Every wtong entails a 
problem that either the person who com- 
mits it or some one else after him has 
to settle. The southern people are now 
face to facé with the propliem which 
has gradually made its way down to us 
as the result of a wrong began by the 
slave traders three hundred years ago. 

The question is, how are we to solve 
it? The answer given by Mrs. M. L. H. 


during his bondage; that is, by doing our 
best to make a law-abiding, God-fearing 
Christian of him. He came to us at the 
first from Africa as a wild, untutored 
barbarian. By the use of kindness, by 
the preaching of the gospel, by the ap- 
plication of humane discipline, he was 
to a useful laborer in the fields, to a 
to a useful laborer in the fields, to help 
hélpfu! manipulator of iron in the shops, 
and to a devout worshiper of God in the 
churehes.

The folowing facts regarding the life 
of Dr. Hexamer are sure to prove in- 
teresting: 

The family, of which Charles Joln 
riexamer is a distinguished representae- 
tive, traces its ancestry pack to the 
eariy part of the ninth centi¥ry. His 
father was a German revolutionary refu- 
gee of 1848. and came to this country in 
1849.

his father. In 1882 he was graduated at 
the University of Pennsylvania with high 
honors, taking the degree of B. 8. and 
receiving a certificate or proficiency in 
the department of civil ‘engineering. 
While attending college he was elected 
president ‘of the Franklin Scientific So- 
clety. and was first vice president of his 
class at graduation. 

After arriving at the age of manhood 
Dr. Hexamer traveled over the greater 
part of the world, visiting in his tours 
also countries not readily accessible, such 


| as the tnterior of Syria. 


He has been a close student all his 
life, and has taken several post gradu- 
ate courses, successively taking the de- 
grees of A. M. and Ph. D., while the 
honorary degree of LL. D. has been con- 
ferred upon him. 

Being bi-lingual by @frth, Dr. Hexamer 
has readily acquired foreign languages, 
having mastered a dozen, and he hopes 
to add to the number. He is the author 
of numerous ecientific, historical, ltere 
ary and technical essays, and has write 
ten a work on “Bpantoneous Combus- 
tion.” 

He is the patentee o @ number of in-} 
ventions. for one of which he-has been’ 
honored by the “Scott Legacy Medal and 
Premium.” conferred by the Franklin 
institute and board of city trusts,

Changes in procedure of the court of 
appeals and in various othér respects | 
which experience or changed conditions | 
may render desirable, may at any time 
be made by the legislature, but certain 
judisdictional features and the require- 
ments as to election by the people can- 
not be changed without a vote of the 
people. Matters not specifically dealt 
with in other parts of the amendment 
are covered by the following compre- 
hensive provision: ‘The law relating to 
the supreme court, as to qualifications 
and salaries of the judges, the designa- 
tion of other judges to preside when 
members of the court are disqualified, 
the powers, duties, salaries, fees and 
terms of officers, the mode of carrying

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AID FOR SCHOOL FOR 
MOUNTAIN PEOPLE 
OPEN AT RABUN GAP 


By ISMA DOOLY. 
HE interest of the women of Geor- 
T gia in the noble work of educating 
the poor whites of the mountains, 
through the school already established 
for them at Rabun Gap, continues, and 

@i an early date Miss Elizabeth Hanns, 
the well-known educator and writer will 
give a play for the benefit of this school, 
of which Professor Andrew J. Ritchie is 
fouwder and director. 

The play will be the dramatization of 
Miss Hanna's book, entitled ‘Hign 
Mountain,’’ a romance dealing with the 
days of the confederacy. 

The best local talent will take part in 
the play, and from her school and from 
the children of the confederacy Miss 
Hanna will draw for a series of tableaux, 
to intereperse the five acts of the play. 

Miss Hanna will have the cooperation 
of the Atlanta chapter Daughters of Con- 
federacy in making the play a success, 
this band of patriotic women having 
been the first to act substantially in the 
irterest of educating \the mountain peo- 
ple when they built the Winnie Davis 
memorial dormitory at the Normal ané 
Industrial school in Athens, and when !n 
Augusta they selected the site on the 
grounds of the Rabun Gap school, to 
bulld a memorial to Francis Bartow in 
the form of a dormitory for mountain 
giris. 
~ The work on the dormitory has begun, 
end the second term of the school began 
tn September with a large attendance. 

Through the untiring effects of Pro- 
fessor Ritchie funds were secured to par- 
tially maintain the school for the year, 
but more money will be needed, while 
there ig already evident necessity for the 
enlangement of the school. 

A there have. bcen certain as- 
8 ciations formed outside the state with 
the object of collecting money for the 
ecucation of the mountain people of the 
central soufh. no substantial aig has 
comé to the Rabun Gap scnool from anv 
oiganigation, except that of ‘the Daurgh- 
ters of the Confederacy, the club wo nen 
of Georgia and individual contributors 
irterested in the school. 

Thé Daughters of the Confederacy have 
not amalgamateg with any other organi- 
fations in collecting funcs for the m°oun- 
tain school, and there are no authorized 
agents collecting money for the school.

ENERAL GORDON’S great love

G beautifully illustrated In a story 


that was told in Atlanta at the time of 
his death. 

It happened many years ago, now, but 
it still retains the flavor of his unique 
personality, and it is absolutely true. 
Many of those who took part in the in- 
cidents narrated are Mving in Atlanta to- 
day, and they remember the whole oc. 
currence as though it had taken place 
yesterday. 

Older inhabitants will recollect that 
shortly after the war a negro was de- | 
clared elected United States senator from 
one of the southern atates. His elec- 
tion was, of course, one of those that 
were conducted by federal soldiers under 
the direction of carpet baggers and scal- 
awags who did not hesitate to count 
ballots exactly as they were needed. 

The matter had passed out of the ju- 
risdiction of the state courts and had 
been carried to the senate of the Tnited 
States, where tha demacrats, mostly 
southerners, were resisting the seating of 
the ex-slave to the utmost of their 
power. 

General Gordon at that time was called 
to Georgia on a matter of the greatest 
importance locally, and could not be 
in his seat in the senate. Before leav- 
ing, however, he had paired with Sen- 
ator Hawley. of Connecticut, one of the 
most upright and honorable men who 


congress in either branch. When Gen- 
eral Hawley made a compact it re- 
quired no bond other than his word to 
make it good as gold. and in this in- 
stance he meant exactly what he had 
promised. — | 

South on the Qui Vive. 

The time for the senate to pass upon 
the credentials of the African arrived 
and the entire country was on the qui 
vive to ascertain the result. It was the 
first’ time a negro ‘had‘ever been named 
for such an important office since the 
organization.of the government, and re- 
publicans and democrats alike felt the 
greatest curiosity to see what would 
happen when the question of his swear- 
ing-in came  bevre the august body 
which had never known what it was to 
have a black face as an equal in their 
deliberations. 

On that particular night The Consti- 
tution had arranged to notify the people 
of Atlanta from moment to moment the 
precise status of the voting and discus- 
sion in the senate chamber, and there 
was a large crowd ‘collected at the 
building to read the bulletins as they 
were issued. 

Interest was intense, and whenever one 
of the little yellow slips was brought 
down stairs. there was a _ astir§ that 
echoed through the corridors like the 
murmur of the breakers on some storm- 
beaten eoast. 

Gordon Joins the Crowd. 

Among those who’ had assembled was 
General John B. Gordon. His arrival] 
was the signal for a burst of applause, 
and doffing his silk hat, the hero of a 
hundred bloody fights made his way 
through the throng and up to the foot 
of the staircase and took his seat to 
await the news. 

He had said all that he knew about 
the subject before leaving Washington, 
and having paired with a good man, he 
waited the result with the consclousnéss 
of duty well done. 

Soon after his arrival, one of the men 
of the paper who was a close friend of 
the general—he was the night editor at 
the time—noticed -his stalwart form sit- 
ting in the hallway below, and it oc- 
curred to him that it was a fine time 
to play a practical joke on General Gor- 
don. To think was to execute, in his 
mature, trained as he was to act quick- 
ly in emergencies. Rushing back into 
the telegraph room of the paper, he 
seized a telegraph blank and wrote 
rapidly:

With this fake. telegram in his hand, 
he rushed down the stairs and tossed 
the ae into Genera] ee nated lap.

Gordon exclaimed: ““Treachery! The 
infamous scoundrel has betrayed me. I 
‘would kill him like a dog were he here 
now! He has placed a negro over my 
people!”’ 

He was so wrought up that those 
standing near became alarmed for his 
health, and as soon as a messenger could 
be dispatched upstairs another telegram, 
this one containing the truth, was writ- 
ten and sent down. 

In this it was stated that the negro 
had been refused a seat in the senate 
by one vote, and that General Hawley 


» had not voted at all. 


Walking rapidly up and down the hall, 
the first telegram in his quivering fin- 
gers, General Gordon was stopped and 
the correct news handed to him. Has- 
tily reading it he sank into the nearest 
seat with the exclamation on his lips: 
‘Thank God, I couldn’t believe it, I 
couldn’t believe it!’ 

For more than five minutes he sat 
with his face clasped and hidden in his 
hands. Then he looke dup with the 
smile that lighted his noble countenance 
even in the midst of battle, and turning 
to the office boy who had been watching 
him, he said: 

“Go and get a box of cigars and give 
one to every man in here; it’s my treat.’ 

His wishes were complied with and he 
left the hall a happy man. Shortly after 
that he made one of the greatest speech- 
es ever heard in the halls of the sen- 
ate along the line of keeping the gov- 
ernment in the hands of those who es- 
tablished it.

GENERAL GORDON’S REMINISCENCES

ment. -Goyernor Gordon was then living 
in the mountains of north Georgia and 
Tennessee, engaged in developing coal 
mines. The company was formed, and 
the story. of it he tells in his own modest 
way, in his Reminiscensces, as follows: 
Gordon Is Made Captain. 

‘The mountaineers did me the honor to 
elect me their captain. It was the first 
office I had ever held, and I verily be- 
for I ex: 
pected to fight with these men till the 
war ended, or until I should be killed. 
Our first decision was to mount and go 
as cavalry. We had not learned, as we 
did later, the full meaning of that war 
song, ‘If you want to have a good time, 
jine the cavalry,’ but like most southern. 
ers we were inured to horseback, and all 
preferred that great arm of the service. 

“The company of mounted men was or- 
@anized as soon as a conflict seemed prob- 
able, and prior to any call for volunteers 
Tney were doomed. to disappointment, 
‘No cavalry now needed,’ was the laconic 
and stunning reply to the offer of our 
service. What was to be done, was the 
yerplexing question. The proposition to 
wait until mounted men were needed was 
yromptly negatived by the suggestion 
‘hat we were so far from any point 
where a battle was likely to oceur, and 
so hidden from view by the surrounding 
mountains, that we might be forgotten, 
and the war might end before we had a 
chance, R 

‘Let ug dismount and go at once as 
infantry.’ This proposition was carried 
with a shout and by\an almost unanimous 
vote. My own vote ang whatever influ- 
ence I possessed were given in favor o* 
the suggestion, although my desire fo: 
cavalry service had grown to a passion. 
Accustomed to horseback on my father’s 
plantation from my early childhood, and 
with an untutored imagination picturing 
the wild sweep of my charges upon belch- 
ing batteries and broken lines of infantry, 
it was to me, as well as to my men, a 
sad descent from dashing cavalry to a 
commonplace company of slow, plodding 
foot soldiers. Reluctantly, therefore, we 
abandoned our horses, and in order cer- 
tainly to reach the point of action before 
the war was over, we resolved to go at 
once to the front as infantry, without 
waiting for orders, arms or uniforms. 
Not a man in the comuany had the slight- 
est militany training, and the captain 
himself very little of military tactics. 

Joe Browns Pikes. 

“The new government that was to be 
iormed had no standing army as a 
nucleus around which the volunteers 
ooulg he brought into compact . order, 
with a center of disciplined and thor- 
oughly drilled soldiery, and the stutes 
which were to form it had but few arms, 
and no artisans or factories to supply 
them. The old-fashioned squirrel rifles 
and @ouble-barrelleg shot guns were callea 
into requisition. Governor Jweseph E. 
Brown, of Georgia, put shops in the state 
to work, making what were called ‘Joe 
Brown's pikes,’ ‘They were a sort o. 
rude bayenet or steel lance, fastened, 
not to guns; but to long poles or handles, 
and were to be given to men who had no 
other arms. Of course, few, if any, of 
these pikemen ever had gocasion to use 
inese war-like implements, which were 
worthy of the middle ages, but those who 
bere them were ag gallant knights as 
ever levelled a lance in close quarters, I 
may say that very few bayonets of any 
kind were aetually useg in baitie, so far 
as my observation extended. The one 
sine or the other usually gave way under 
-ne gailing fire of small arms, grape 
and canister, before the bayonet could 
be brought into requisition. The bristling 
points and the glitter of the bayonets 
were fearful to look upon as they were 
levelled in front of a charging line, but 
they were rarely reddened with blood. 
The day of the bayonet is. passeg except 
for use in hollow squares, or in resisting 
cavalry charges, or as an implement in 
constructing light and temporarily forti- 
fications. It may still serve a purpose in 
such emergencies or to impress the sol- 
(ier’s imagination, as the loud sounding 
and ludicrous gongs are supposed to 
stiffen the backs and steady the nerves 
ef the grotesque soldiers of China. Of 
course, Georgia's able was governor did 
not contemplate any very serious execu- 
tion with these pikes, but the volunteers 
came in such numbers ang were so eager 
for the fray, that something had to be 
done, and this device served ite purpose. 
Tt at least shows the desperate straits 
in securing arms to which the south was 
driven, even after seizing the United 
States arsenals within the confederate 
lerritory. 

Humor of the Volunteers. 


“Tne irrepressible humor ang ready rus- ! 


tic wit which afterward relieved the te- 
dium of the march and broke the mo- 
notony of the camp, and which, like a 
star in the darkness, seemed to grow 
more brillant as the gloom of war grew 
denser, had already begun to sparkle in 
the intercourse of the volunteers. A 
woodseman who wag noted as a ‘crack 
shot’ among his hunting companions, 
felt sure that he was going to win fame 
as a select rifleman in the army; for he 
said that in killing a squirrel he always 
put the bullet through the head, though 
the squirrel might be perched at tae 
time on the topmost limb of the tallest 
tree. An Irishman who had seen serv- 
ice in the Mexican war, and was atten- 
tively Hstening to this young hunter's 
boast, fixed his twinkling eyes upon the 
aspiring rifleman and said to him: ‘Yes, 
but Dan, me boy, ye must ri@ollict that 
the squirrel had no gon in his hand to 
shoot back at ye.” Tne young hunta- 
man had not thought about that, but 
he dowbtless found later on, as the 
marksmen of both armies did, that it 
made a vast difference in the accuracy 
of aim when those in front not only 
had ‘“gons’’ in thei? hands, but wers 
firing them with distracting rapidity. 
Thig rude Irish philosopher had explain- 
ed in a sentence one cause of the wiid 
and aimless firing which wasted more 
tons of lead tn a battle than all its dead 
victims would weigh. 

“There was at the outbreak of the war 
and just preceding it a class of men 
both north and south over whose incon- 
sistencies the thoughtful, self-poised and 
determined men who did the fighting 


in both sections who were most res>- 
lute in words and most. prudent in aét:- 


who urgéd the sections to the conflict 


for themaelves, to labor in other spheres; 
and that this was their duty as Amer- 
ica’s greatest humorist put it, to sacrifice 
not themselves, but their wives’ relations 
on patriotism’s altar. One of these fu- 
rious leaders at the south declared that 
if we would secede from the unioa 
there would be no war, and if there 
snould be a war we could “whip the 
yankees with children’s popguns.’ When 
after the war this same gentleman was 
addressing an audience, he was asked by 
an old, maimed soldier: ‘Say. Judge, 
‘ain't you the same man that tok us 
before the war that we could whip the 
yankees with popguns?’ 

“ *Yes,’' replied the witty speaker, ‘ani 
we could, but confound ‘em, they 
wouldn't fight us that . way.’ 


Rejected by Governor. 

“My company, dismounted and readv 
for infantry service, did not wait for 
orders to move, but hastily bidding 
adieu to home and kindred, were off fo~ 
(Milledgeville, then tne capital of Geor- 
gia. At Atlanta a telegram from the 
governor met us, telling us to go back 
home and: stay there until our services 
were needed, Our discomfiture can bet- 
ter be imagined than described. In fact, 
there broke out at once in my ranks a 
new rebellion, These rugged mountain- 
eers resolved that they would not go 
home; that they had a right to go to 
the war, had started to the war and 
were not going to be trifled with by the 
governor or any one else. Finally, after 
much persuasion, and by tae eautious 
exercise of the authority vested in me 
iby my Office of captain, I prevailed on 
them to get on board the home-bound 
train. As the enigine bell rang and the 
whistle blay for the train to start, the 
rebellion ‘broke loose again with double 
fury. The men rushed to the front of 
the train, uncoupled the cars from the 
engine and gravely informed me that 
they nad reconsidered and were not go- 
ing back; that they intended to go to tha 
war, and that if Governor Brown would 
not accept them, some other governor 
would. Prophetic of the future dash as 
this wild impetuosity might be, it did 
not give much promise of soldierly dis- 
cipline; but I knew my men and did not 
despair. I was satisfied that the metal 
in them was the best of steel and only 
needed careful tempering. 

-“Tney disembarked and left the empty 
cars on the track, with the trainmen 
looking on in utter amazement. There 
was no course left, me but to march 
them through the streets of Atlanta to a 
camp on the outskirts. The march, or 
rather straggle, through the city, wag 2 
sight marvelous to behold and never to 
be forgotten, Totally undisciplined and 
undrilled, no two of these men marched 
abreast; no two kept the same step; no 
two wore the’ same colored coats or 
trousers. The only pretense, at uniform- 
ity was the rough fur caps made’ of rac- 
coon skins, with long, bushy, streaked 
raccoon tails hanging from behind 
them. The streets were packed with 
men, women and children, eaiger to catch 
a glimpse of this grotesque company. 


‘Naturally 'we were the observed of al} 
observers. Ouriosity was on tiptoe and 
from the crowded sidewalks there came 
to me the inquiry. ‘Are you the cap- 
tain of that company, sir” With a pride 
which I trust was mardonable, | indi- 
cated that I was. In a moment there 
came to me the second inquiry, ‘What 
company is that, sir?’ Up toe this time 
no name had been chosen—at least, none 
had been announced to the men. I had 
myself, however, selected a name which 
I considered poth poetic and appropriate, 
and [ replieqd to the question, ‘This com- 
pany is the Mountain Rifles.’ Instantly 
a tall mountaineer said in a tone not 
intended for his captain, but easily over- 
heard by his companions and the by- 
standers, ‘Mountain hell! We are no 
Mountain Rifles; we are the Raccoon 
Roughs.’ It is scarcely necessary to 
say that my selected name was never 
heard of again. This towering Ajax had 
killed it by a single blow. The name he 
gave us clung to the company during 
all of its long and faithful service. 


Accepted by Alabama. 

“Once in camp, we kept the wires hot 
with telegrams to governors of other 
states, implofing them to give us a 
chance. Governor Moore, of Alabama, 
finally responded, graciously consenting 
to incorporate the captain of the ‘Rac- 
coon Roughs’ and his coon-capped com- 
pany into one of the regiments soon to 
De organized. The reading of this tele- 
grame evoked from my men thé first 
wlid rebel yell it was my fortune to 
hear. Even then it was wierd and thrill- 
ing. Through all the stages of my sub. 
sequent «promotions, in al] the battles 
in which I was engaged, this same ex- 
hilarating shout from these same trum- 
pet-like throats rang in my ears, grow- 
ing fainter and fainter as these heroic 
men béeame fewer at the end of each 
bloody day's work; and when the last 
hour of the war came, in the last des- 
perate charge at Appomattox, the few 
broken remnants of the Raccoon Roughs 
were still near their first captain's side, 
cheering him with the dying echoes of 
that first yell in the Atlanta camp. 


MAN OF THE 12TH OF MAY; 
HEROISM AT SPOTTSYLVANIA 


‘In all of General Gordon's many cam- 


paigns, in battle after battle in which 
he was engaged and in which he fought 
with the same characteristic energy, 
determination and devation “to the 
cause, S§pottsylvania stands out in 
the forefront, cemembered above ‘all 
others and more often referred to. It 
was upon his heroism in this great battle 
that several friends, joining ability with 
their admiration, inscribed several beauti- 
ful poems to him. 

“The following is from General Gor- 
don’s reminiscences, relating to that con- 
ffict: 

“During the night (May 1!) Hancock 
had massed a large portion of General 
Grant's army in front of that salient, and 
so near to it that, with a quick rush, his 
column had gone over the breastworks, 
capturing General Edward Johnson and 
General George Stuart and the great 
body of their men before these alert of- 
ficers of their trained soldiers were aware 
of the movement. The surprise was 
complete and the ass@ult practically un- 
resisted. In al] its detaile—its planning, 
its execution, and its fearful import 
to Lee’s arm s charge of Hancock's 
was one of th great soldier's most 
brilliant achievements. 

“Meantime my command was rapidly 
moving by the flank through the woods 


and underbrush toward the captured sa. 


lient. The mist and fog were so heavy 
that it was impossible to see farther 
than a few rods. Throwing out in front 
@ small force to apprise us of our near 
approach to the enemy, 1 rode at the 
ate Smads ake ee ee 


against the battle line before they knew 
it. They were shot down or made pris- 
oners. The sudden and unexpected blaze 
from Hancock's rifles made the dark 
woodland strangely lurid. Genera] 
Johnson, who rode immediately at my 
side, was shot from his horse, severely, 
but not, as I supposed, fatally wounded, 
in the head. His brigade was thrown in- 
evitably into great confusion, but did not 
break to the rear. As quickly as pos- 
sible, I had the next ranking officer in 
that brigade notified of Genera] John- 
son’s fall and directed him at once to 
assume command. He proved equal to 
the emergency. With great coolness 
and courage he promptly executed my 
orders. The federals were still advanc- 
ing and every movement of the North 
Carolina brigade had to bg made under 
heavy fire. 


“The officer in charge was directed toi 
hastily withdraw his brigade a short 
distance, to change frent so as to face 
Hancock’s lines, and to deploy his whole 
force in close order as skirmishers, so as 
to stretch, if possible, across the entire 
front of Hancock. This done, he was 
ordered to charge with his line of 
skirmishers the solid battle lines before 
him. His looks indicated some amaze- 
ment at the purpose to make an attack 
which appeared so utterly hopeless, and 
which would have been the very essence 
of rashness but for the extremity of 
the situation. He was, however, full of 
the fire of battle and too good a soldier 
not to yield prompt and cheerful obedi- 
ence. That order was grven in the hope 
and belief that in the fog and mists 
which concealed our numbers the sheer 
audacity of the movement would confuse 
and check the union advance long 
enough for me to change front and form 
line of battle with the other brigade. 


in the fact that Johnson’s brigade, even 
when so deployed, was still too short to 
reach acros8 Hancock's entire front. This 
fact was soon developed: Not by sight, 
but» by the direction from which the 
union bullets began to come. 


Lee Sent to the Rear. 

“When the daring charge of the North 
Carolina brigade had temporarily checked 
that portion of the federal forces struck 
by it, and while my brigades in the rear 
were being placed in position, I rode 
with Thomas G. Jones, the youngest 
member of my staff, into the intervening 
woods, in order, if possible, to locate 
Hancock more definitery. Sitting on my 
horse near the line of the North Caro- 
lina brigade, I was endeavoring to get a 
view of the union lines through the woods 
and through the gradually lifting mists. 
It was impossible, however, to see those 
lines, but, as stated, the direction from 
which they sent their bullets soon in 
formed us that they were still moving 
and had already gone beyond our right. 
One of those bullets passed through my 
coat from side to side, just grazing my 
back. Jones, who was close to me, and 
sitting on his horse in a not very erect 
posture, anxiously inquired; ‘General, 
didn’t that ball hit you?’ 

‘No,’ I said, ‘but suppose my back

“The sudden jerk with which he 
straightened himself, and the duration 
of the impression made, showed that this 
ocular demonstration of the necessity 
for a soldier to sit upright on his horse 
had been more effective than all the 
ordinary lessons that could have been 
given. It is but simple justice to say of 
this immature boy that even then _his 
courage, his coolness in the presence of 
danger, and his strong moral and mental 
characteristics gave promise of his bril- 
Mant future. 

“The bullets from Hancock’s rifles 
furnished the information which I was 
seeking as to the progress he had made 
within and along our earthworks. I then 
took advantage of this brief check given 
to the union advance, and placed my 
troops in line for a countercharge, upon 
the success or failure of which the fate 
of the confederate army seemed to hang. 
General Lee evidently thought so His 
army had been cut in twain by Hancock's 
brilliant coup de main. Through that 
wide breach in the confederate, lines, 
which was becoming wider with every 
step, the union forces were rushing like 
a swollen torrent through a broken mill 
dam. General Lee knew, as did every one 
else who realized the momentous import 
of the situation, that the bulk of the 
confederate army was in such imminent 
peril that nothing could rescue it except 
@ counter-movement, quick, impetuous 


and decisive. Lee resolved to save it, and, 
if need be, to save it at the sacrifice of 
his own life. With perfect self-poise he 
rode to the margin of that breach and 
appeared upon the scene just as I had 
completed the alignment of my troops 
and was in the act of moving in that 
(crucial countercharge upon which so, 
much depended. As he rode majestically 
in front of my line of battle, with un- 
covered head and mounted on 


Calmly and grandly he rode to a point 
his horse's head to the frant, 


charge and drive Hancock back or perish 
in the effort. I knew what he meant; and 


in his effort, and thus save to the con- 
federacy the life of its great leader. I 
was at the center of that line when Gen- 
eral Lee rode to it. With uncovered 
head he turned his face toward Han- 
cock’s advancing column. Instantly I 
spurred my horse across Old Traveler's

Al- 
though ¢he answer to those words, ‘will 
you, boys? carte in the monosyllables,

of their simplicity and momen- 
tous meaning. But his great heart was 
destined to be quickly cheered by a still 
sublimer testimony of their death®ss 
devotion. As this first thrilling response 
died away, I uttered the words for 
which they were now fuliy prepared. I 
shouted to General Lee, ‘You must go to 
the rear.’ The echo, ‘General Lee to the 
rear, General Lee to the rear!’ rolled 
back with tremendous emphasis from the 
throats of my men, and they gathered 
around him, turning his horse in the op-

TRIBUTES PAID GORDON | 
WHILE HE WAS IN LIFBE 


N the course 6f his magnificent lecture 
on Robert E. Lee, which was deliver- 
ed in Atlanta.a short time before Gen- 

eral Gordon's death, at the invitation of 
the various confederate veterans’ camp3 
in this city, Judge Emory Speer, the 
gifted orator, in the course of a magnifi- 
cent peroration, paid Ahis thrilling trib- 
ute to tne dead hero, which was receiv- 
ed with applause from his comrades on 
the stage and his friends in the vast 
audience gathered to hear the distin- 
He referred to the fierce 
onslaught by the federals upon the left 
flank of the confederate forces in the 
tremendous conflict at Spottsyivania and 
thus graphically describes a _ thrilling 
incident of the fight: 

“Tae moment wag critical. The con- 
federate army was cut in two. And, d2- 
termined to restore it, with the fighting 
blood in his hero strain lighting his noble 
face with the glow of battle, Lee, 
mounted on his old gray Traveler, brave 
as his master, dashed;to the head of the 
charging columns and took off his hat to 
lead hig men into the death hail sweep- 
ing the bloody angle. 

“But another is there! In civil life ani 
on the fiery crest of battle a leader of 
men, daring, magnetic and eloquent, a 
hero fighter while the war was on, bit 
simce then a very apostle of peace and re- 
conciliation, wha, having reflected glory 
in a generation he has survived, crown- 
ed with all that should accompany old 
age, idolized by every soutnerner, and 
venerated by every American heart!

Rather than be. doing nothing, he went 
back to his theological studies at Hamp- 
den Sidney, Va. He took a one year’s 
course and towards the close of tais 
course was exchanged. Immediately 
following his exchange he reentered the 
army, joining the Fifty-fourth Virginia 
regiment. He soon became captain of 
a company as a reward for bravery. 

He wag sent to Tennessee with Long- 
Street and served in all the battles 
around Chattanooga. He was after- 
wards with Brags'’s and Johnston's 
army and was in Atlanta during its 
siege. 

In fact he was one of the last to leave 
the city, as he was commissfoned after 
all the troops had withdrawn to blow 
up tne powder trains located at the 
point now occupied by the Georgia rail- 
road depot. 

Soon after the evacuation of Atlanta 
he was transferred to the Twenty-first 
Virginia cavalry, and served with that 
regiment as a captain until the surren- 
der at Appomattox. 


PREPARES FOR MINISTRY; 
HIS DEVOTED SERVICE 


After the close of the war he re-’ 
entered the Union Theological seminary 
and completed his theological course 
He graduated in !867 and immediately 
because assistant pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Lynchburg, Va. 

In 1867 h ewent to Abington, Va., ag 
pastor of the Presbyterian caurch there 
which is known as the Sinkin 
Presbyterian church. rr 
In 1883 the call to Atlanta came and 
he accepted, living here as pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church until the 
time of his death. 

The peaple he lived in the midst of 
were not the only ones who delighted to 
honor him and who highly esteemed 
him. He was twice called to the chair 
of theology of the college from which 
he graduated—the Union Theological 
seminary, which chair is now occupied 
by Rev. G. B. Strickler, formerly pas- 
tor of the Central Presbyterian church 
of this city. 

The last call came from the college in 
1892 shortly after his return from his 
trip to the holy land, but he decided that 
he would stay with the church in At- 
lanta. 

CATHOLICS PRAY FOR HIM: 
MASS SAID AT HIS DEATH 

Probably one of the most notable and 
unique situations ever known, and an 
incident which served to show his popu- 
larity was brought out at the time of 
his last iliness. When it was known fhe 
was desperately ill at his home some of 
his devoted friends in the Catholic 
church had prayers for him at the 
Catholic. church of the city. 

And when he died mass was held in the 
church for the welfaré of his soul. Such 
a thing as this is probably without 
precedent in this country.

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His Funeral Service One of Most Remarkable in 
Church History--His Characteristic Aversion 
to Shams Well Illustrated. 


© man has ever mede a more pre- 

N found impression on the thinking 

people of Georgia in the short pe- 

riod of thirteen years than did Bishop 

A. Becker, of the Catholic 

echureh. He was transferred to Savan- 

mah from Delaware’ in !886 and died in 
Savanna in July of the year 1899, 

Father Keiley, the present bishop of 
Georgia, was this closest and most inti- 
spate friend, having been with him in 
Delaware, and followed him to -Georgla 
fn the closest capacity possible. It was 
wery natural and fitting therefore that 
Wishop Keiley should succeed him. 

He was consecrated bishop August 16, 
J686. 

Remarkable Funeral Service. 

The funeral service over his body was 
held in Savannah. The bishop died at 
Washington, Ga. His body was carried 
from Washington tto Savannah, and ar- 
gived in Savannah at a very early hour 
fn the morning. Despite this fact, there 
was a great crowd of people surging 
@round the depot when the train pull- 
ed in. 

In the mass of people who were on 
hand ito witness and pay honor to the ar- 
gival of the body of the bishop were peo- 
ple in every class and station in life. 
Old and young, rich and poor, all crowd- 
ea around the depot eagerly seeking to

1 get. a elimpse of the coffin that held the 
body of the deceased bishop. 

This surging mass of humanity follow- 
ed the body through the streets, and old 
and young alike were seen weeping and 
wringing their hands as though their 
most dearly Deloved had just passed over 
the river. 

in the annais of deaths in Savannah 
there has never “been. one swhere the 
populace. stood go as @ unit in their loud 
expressions of sorrow. 

When the time came for the funeral 
no building could have possfidly held the 
crowd that ‘wished to be on hand and 
pay honor to the dead leader, ' 

The duneral service itself was one of 
great impressiveness, and the most nofta- 
ible feature of it was the address of 
Bishop Keiley.. With tears streaming 
down his face and deep emotion shaking 
his entire body, he was unable for séme 
time after reaching the platform to say 
@ word. 

And during this interval #e audience 
reflected on the great friendship which 
had existed between the two Remem- 
bered the oft spoken words of admira- 
tion which had.fallen from the lips of 
the great bishop for Bishop Keiley and 
the almost worship which Bishop Kei- 
te had given the departed Christian sol- 

ier.

“The scene after a few moments 
dead.

They were silently paying tribute 
in prayer to the memory ofa leader who 
had made himself love’ and honored by 
his close walk with God.” 


Did Not Want Eulogy. 

An interesting story which illustrated 
the character of the man ifs told by one 
of his personal friends, who is still liv- 
ing. Bishop Becker loved, it is said, to 
talk sf his coming death, and always 
seemed to look forward to it with some 
degree, of pleasure. 

His mind was on thfngs above, and 
whenever he got the cpportunity, he 
would talk about the coming disintegra- 
tion of his body to any friend who 
would listen. 

At a gathering of several of his closest 
friends one evening the matter of death 
came up, and Bishop Becker expressed 
the desire to know whvw would be the 
first of the company to ga. Al). dis- 
cussed the matter freely, and finally 
Bishop Becker said: 

“I may be the one, or you may be the 
one. But there is semething Which 1 
wish we could all bine ourseives to De- 
fore we part. If there is a senseless 
thing on earth it is the eulogy of the 
dead. 

“We all know how mean and how good 
we are, and I, for one, do not wish to 


sonally or ot my deeds after I am de- 
parted, 

“Why, my friends, each of us might 
have to listen to funeral eulogies which 
would bring the Dbluske to our cheeks. 
Let’s call off the praise at the funeral 
of each. of us here present. If einer 
of you die first, I will respect your 
wishes, and if I die first you all are 
to see to it that my desires in this 
matter are respected.’’ 

The ‘compact was made, and his 
funeral address Bishop Keiley made: 
mention of the fact, and said that in 
deference to the wishes of Bishop Becker 
he would make his remarks very brief.

Sham and Pretense Despised. 

There was probably no man that ever 
lived who more genuinely and sincerefy 
despised any form of deceit than did 
Bishop Becker. His heart was open as 
an easily read book, and he-had nothing 
to hide from. friends or enemies. He 
was just what he was at all times, and 
under all circumstances. He Knew no 
fear, and his expressions always rep- 
resented the true man and his ideas. 
This was a distinguishing and notable 
c@aracteristic of the man, Because of 
it he had some enemies, as will every 
man who does not hesitate to state 
his opinions under any circumstances. 
It is said that on one occasion Bishop 
Becker was approached by a member of 
the church in, Savannah, who had on 
foot a. business project which would 


necessitate his deceiving the public and} 
}playing to some extent the hypocrite. 


He asked Bishop Becker’s advice as .to 
his entering upon the. project, urging 
that it. was the only. thing to do to keep 
Starvation from his family outside of 
begging at the hands of charity. Hishop 
Becker is said to have replied: 

“Why, man, how could you for |. one 
moment consider any such thing. Can 
you not see your own conscience suffi- 
ciently clear to know that ‘it would be 
Seared if you proceeded along such @ 
line as this? 

“Take my advice, and if ever you are 
again tempted to go into anything which 
would lead you to do anything which 
was a sham, or was tinged with hypo- 
crisy, Or Was marked by pretense; go to 
your God, and ask Him to forgive you, 
if you’ éven for a moment consider it. 

“The man of God and the true man in 
any walk of life, and the man who will 
lead his family and his people out of 
the wilderness, is the man who never | 
deceives, never plays with shams, and 
never knowingly plays the part of the 
hypocrite.’’

The Invasion of Georgia. 

The war wore wearily and wastefully 
on, and brought Georgia into the condi- 
tion of a thoroughly invaded state. Its 
soldiers had fought gallan:ry everywhere 
Until late in 1863 the ewite had been 
only slightly Invaded, but early in 1854 
Georgia was aroused to the danger 
threatening it throvgh the movements 
against its northern border. 

After much fighting in Mississippi, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, Gefieral Bragg'’s 
cimy was brought to the defense o! 
Georgia on its own soil. War had 
twirled all around the state nearly three 
years, and its force by eun and torch 
was to fall now upon Georgla’s people 
everywhere. The confederate arm'¢s 
were therefore aligned across the country 
oUstructing the course which 
must take in “marching through Geor- 
gia’’ from Chattanooga.

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MONUMENT TO GEORGIA 


EORGIA’S state capitol, crowning a central hill in Atlanta, the foremost city of the south, stands as a striking monu- 
ment to Georgia intégrity, honesty and careful management. An appropriation of $1,000,000 was made by the legis- 
lature to pay all expenses, including the purchase of extra land and the erection and furnishing of the entire build- 

ing. Ground was first broken for the beginning of the structure October 26, 1884, and the building, as it stands today, was 
completed and occupied June 15, 1889, following which the commissioners, who had charge of the work, turned back into 
the state treasury from the original appropriation $118.43, a record unprecedented for a similar work in any state in the union. 
The commissioners under whom this building was erected were Governor Henry D. McDaniel, ex-officio chairman, who 
was succeeded in that position by General John B. Gordon upon his election as governor in 1886; E. P. Alexander, General

What-Is a Camp Meeting? 

There are still many Georgians as well 
as those outside who are in ignorance 
as to the real nature of a genuine Geor- 
gia camp meeting. And yet such thigs 
should not be so, with camp meetings 
going on around every yéar. 

Probably one of the most notable of 
the Georgia cainp grounds, and one 
which is growing in the substantial na- 
ture of its work each year is that of 
the Indian ‘Springs Holiness Camp 
Ground Association. 

This camp meeting is absolutely un- 
denominational in character, and full of 
genuine old-time religion that takes away 
the dross of humanity and polishes up 
the gold. 

All it asks of its followers and those 
who attend is that they believe in the 
doctrine of getting ‘holier each year, and. 
who earnestly desire God to send upon 
them a second blessing of divine favor. 

For years this camp ground hag been 
growing. At first it was only dotted at 
camp season with cloth tents and cov- 
}ered wagons. But substantial buildings 
are now lining the walks’ and covering 
the hillsides and the yalleys. 

These buildings are owned by the peo- 
ple who desire to attend the meeting 
each year. The camp ground associa- 
tion donates the ground, but the one 
who attends must put up the buildings: 
He cannot sell the place, however, wita- 
out the approval of the camp ground 
association. This precludes the possi- 
bility of getting undesirable persons on 
the grounds. 


Many Cottages Rebuilt. 

Some cottages nave been erected witii 
Only one room. Others have two, and 
some have ag many as twenty. This 
year a hotel of good proportions has 
been erected on the grounds, where 
rooms can be had at reasonable rates, 
and excellent meals at 25 cents.

Er nigger 
couldn’t be made to believe he was free 
till he left his old home, and they just 
flocked by here in droves, and you was 
just wasting breath er talking to ‘em. 
Thar was er mighty good nigger that 
went from my settlement and took sev- 
en little children up thar. I knowed in 
reason he was er sufferin’, so me and 
his old master went up to get him to 
come back, but we couldn't. We found 
him, though, where they were camped, 
and as soon as we walked up to where 
they was we seed one of the chikiren 
lyin’ over to one side stone dead. His 
old master axed: 

‘*What’s the matter with that child, 
George? ”’ 

‘* ‘He’s. perished to death; but he free, 
dough,’ answered George. 

‘“‘George’s old master tried every way 
to get them to go back and stay with 
him, but they wouldn’t, and the next 
time I went by there another one of the 
children was dead, and when axed what 
was the matter, the answer came: 

“‘Perished to death, but he free, 
dough.’ 

“And that fool nigger stayed right 
thar till the last one of his family died, 
and then he died himself, and the last 
thing he said was: | 

“‘T’'se most gone; but 1's, free, doug.” 

“But it’s’ all- wight now,’ confinued 
Brown, “the nigger warn't to blame, 
and I don’t blame ‘em now.

Of Negroes. 
‘Some niggers are shifty, and some 
hain’t,”” continued: Plunkett, after a short 


pause, 

“Now, in slavery time thar war some 
niggers what always had money ef 
plenty, and thar war some what never 
did have any. Every nigger was allowed 
to have a patch of his own during 
slavery time, and all they made on it 
was theirs, and they done just as they 
pleased with the money. Er shifty negro 
could make money in many ways and he 
didn’t have to spend it for eating and 
clothing -and doctors’ bills and sich like; 
it was all clear. 

“T knowed er.old nigger named Pomp 
that was as good er collar and basket 
maker as you ever seed, and it’s many 
er time I’ve knowed him to loan his 
master er hundred dollars and make him 
pay interest on it, too. Old Pomp was 
the only nigger in Georgia, I reckon, 
that hated yankees too bad to enjoy his 
freedOm. The reason old Pomp hated 
the yankeés was because they war al- 
ways comin’ in with some newfangled 
invention and er cuttin’ him outen his 
trade. . 

“When the wimin folks used to sew 
white oak splits in their pettycoats, to 
answer for hoopskirts, old Pomp had er 
regular set of young wimin to furnish 
with the splits, and they paid him well 
for it. It warn’t long after the wimin 
begun to wear hoops till it struck old 
Pomp that bamboo briers would be just 
as good as white oak splits, and so he 
gathered er lot and begin to sell 'em to 
the gals erround, and they took like fire. 
and old Pomp made er lot er money 
outen ’em; but the first he knowed some 
yankee had invented these here steel 
hoops, and it was goodby to bamboo 
briars and white oak splits, and it made 
old Pomp so mad that he has never liked 
a yankee from thaf day to this.

INTERESTING STORIES 
OF LONGSTREET’S LIFE. 


General Longstreet was born in Janu- 
ary, 1821, and died in January, 1904, at 
his country home near Gainesville. In her 
very ‘excellent book, already mentioned, 
Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet, his wife, dis- 
cussing ‘‘Longstreet, the Man,” tells 
some interesting stories of his career. 

Touching his ancestry, she notes the 
fact that William Longstreet, his grand- 
father, was the inventor of the steam- 
boat, and quotes an. intéresting letter 
which he wrote to Governor Telfair, of 
Georgia, on ithis subject, a letter which 
is still preserved in Georgia's archives. 

“Arriving at West Point, he proudly 
went to the hotel to register and take a 
room, and was much chagrined upon 
being told hy the proprietor that they 
didn’t ‘take in kids.” He was airected to 
the cadets’ quarters and his first humili- 
ation there was the further <dlscovery 
that instead of being waited on as a dig- 
nified soldier should be by half a dozen 
servanis, he had to keep his own. room, 
make+his own ‘bed, black his own boots.’ | 

It was here at West Point that there 
began a friéndship between Cadet Long- 
street and Cadet U. 8. Grant that lasted 
throughout their lives, And yet their 
first meeting during the war was in the) 
bat:le of the Wilderness, when the con-| 
federate forces under Longstreet were 
getting all the (best of it, It was in this 
battle that General Longstreet was se- 
verely wounded and had to be taken 
from the field. The next meeting he-' 
tween Longstreet and Grant was at Ap- 
pomattox, in the confereme which ied 
to the surrender, in which Grant cor@al- 
ly greeted Lomgstreet as though 
were boys again wpon the West Point) 
parade ground. | 

General Grant wrote a personal letter’ 
to President Johnson urging the pardon! 
of General Longstreet, but aiter some 
consideration amnesty was declined by' 
the president, though jt was shortly af-| 
terwards granted by congress,

1850, as a 
union man and against the continued ag'- 
tation of slavery. He entereg public 
life aS a memver of the whig party, 
and was an unrelenting enemy of the 
democratic partp in its attitude on na- 
tional questions. He declined reelection 
to the legislature and declined a nomina- 
tion for congress, but’ when the slavery 
agitation broke out again he announced 
himself a candidate for congress in 1855. 
Though defeated by—Judge Hiram War- 
ner, he succeedeg in- reducing a demo- 

cratic majority in the district from 2,000 
to 24. 

Growing out of a joint discussion be- 
tween Alexander H. Stephens, who had 
left the whig party for that of the dem- 
ocrats, and Mr. Hill, a whig, at Lexing- 
ton, in 1856, there was a correspondence 
regarding certain language Mr. Hil] was 
said to have used regarding Mr. Ste- 
phens, which resulted in latter sending 
Mr. Hit a formal chgilenge to fight a 
duel. Mr. Hill hag not hesitated to give 
Mr. Stephens the exact language he had 
used in this and other speeches, in so far 
as ‘he could recall it, and’ Mr. Stephens, 
Still smarting under his defeat at Lex- 
ington, sent this formal challenge by 
Hon. T. W. Thomas. 

Although the code duello was not held 
in such aversion as it ig today, Mr. Hili 
was warmly commended everywhere for 
bis manly refusal] to engage in such an 
encounter. Mr. HIM's letter. practically 
closing the corresipondence, except some 
newspaper articles which followed, is an 
interesting document: 

‘“‘LaGrange, Ga., December 6, 1856.— 
Dear Sir: Your letter of November 29 
was handed to me a few moments since 
by Hon. Thomas W. Watson. You say 
that my Jetter of the 24th ultimo has in 
it much, both in tone and manner, per- 
sonally offensive in itself, and, without 
specifying anything which you designate 
as offensive, you proceed to ask of me

TOOK STRONG STAND 


WITH CONFEDERACY 

Without fm any respect sacrificing the 
convictions as‘to the necessity ‘of the 
union, which he had sovght to tnst'll 
into his people for the ten years pre- 
-vious, when the inevitable came Mr. 
Hill voted for the ordinance of secession 
for the sake of unity of action, and in 
1861 became a delegate to the provi- 
sional congress of the confederate states. 

Returning home from this congress, he 
was surprised by a telegram informing 
him that he had been elected senator 
from Georgia to the confederate con- 
eress, on the first ballot, and over 
Toombs, Jackson and Iverson, the most 
ardent secesionists. In that senate with 
the whole intensity of his ardent nature 
he devoted himself to the cause of the 
south. 

It was during a heated argurient in 
the confederate senate that Senator wil- 
liam L. Yancey, of Alabama, having 
characterized as false a statement made 
by Mr. Hill, the latter suddenly threw 
an inkstand which struck Mr. Yancey on 
the cheek. The wound was not serious, 
and after the shock had passed, Senator 
Yancey resumed his speech. The uwun- 
fortunate affair was afterwards regretted 
very much by. both of them. 

Following the war Senator Hill was al- 
lowed to remain at his home for some 
time unmolested, but was finally arrested 
one night at midnight, soldiers sur: | 
rounding his house and taking him’ by'! 
surprise. The explanation given Was the 
fear that an attempt at rescue by his 
people might be made. He was taken to 
Fort Lafayette, in New York bay, 
where he remained in prison for two 
months, after which he was released by 
order of President Johnson. 
FAMOUS “BUSH AREOR” SPEECH 
IN ATLANTA JULY 4, 1868 

Senator Hill was®the first of the great 
Georgians to raise his voice In the de- 
fense of the south against the od'ous 
reconstruction measures which were 
threatened. On the night of.July_ Iv, 
1867, he made 2 e#peech in Atlanta 
which aroused the people to a sense of 
their danger and reanimated them with 
new courage. His celebrated ‘“‘Notes on 
the Situation,’’ written during this pe- 
riod, still further aroused the people to 
the strenuous assertion of their rights. 
It was his activity’ at this time which 
led John Pope, a satrap, then in com- 
mand of the state, to recommend to 
President Grant that Mr. Hill be ban- | 
ished from Georgia. 

On July 4, 1868, there was a great 
convention of democrats in Atlanta, the 
party having been previously reorgan- 
ized chiefily through Mr. Hill's efforts, 
for the purpose of nominating presiden- 
tial electors. An immense bush arbor 
was erected on the site of the old union 
depot, and there before the assembled 
crowd, speeches were made by the great 
trio, Robert Toombs, Howell Cobb and 
Ben Hill. 

Speaking of Mr. Hill's address on this 
occasion am able writer said: 

‘Such a speech, of such compass, 
pitched upon such a key, was never made 
in this state before or since.”’ é 

Another says: 

“However its violence may stand the 
test «° after inquiry, there is no doubt 
that i. was wisdom when delivered. At 
its close General Toombs jumped from 
his ‘seat, and in the presence of the 
crowd threw his arms around Ben [Iill.”’ 

And still another: 

“One hour after that speech of Ben 
Hill I knew that the redemption of Geor- 
gia was accomplished. All the bayonets 
in the United S:ates could not have 
awed, nor all the wealth of the govern- 
ment debauched a people who had lis- 
tened to that speech.”’

It is not the intention in this brief 
sketch to give anything like the biogra- 
phy of this ‘great Georgian. That thas 
already been well written. It is the pur- 
pose to present only a few of. the im- 
portant incidents of his career, 

Following ‘his defeat for the United 


don in 1873, he was, in 1875, elected to 
congress Dy an overwhelming majority, 
and a meeting of cXizens was held in Ad- 
lanta to celeprate his election. 

As a member of the forty-fourth con- 
gress his great debate with James G, 
Blaine on the subject of ‘“‘Amnesty,” Jan- 
uary 10, 1876, is well remenrbered, as is 
also his powerful and able vindication of 
the south. Tnroughout his career in 
congress he kept this-defense of his coun- 
try to the forefront. . 

He was unanimously reelected to the 
forty-fifth congress, and on January 8, 
1877, was chosen United States. senator 
from Georgia amidst the great rejoicing 
of the people. In the senate he again 
met in joint discussion his old antago- 
nist, James G. Bjaine. There he made 
several great speeches in deba:ies of na- 
tional importance, which are parts of 
Georgia’s as well as the nation’s history. 

“When Mr. Hill was first elected to the 
senate, the president of the senate an- 
nounced his election ‘for the term of six 
years.’ 

“Speaker Gus Bacon added, ‘You had 
— ‘er say for the term of his natural 

2.’ 

“Noone dreamed, as the speaker made 
vhis flatteriag amendment in deference 
to the senator's ability, that he would 
not live through a single term. He was/ 
then in the very prime of life—of perfect 
health and vigor—temperate in habit, 
decorous, lusty and apparently good for 
twenty years of. active service.” ' 

He died August 16, 1882, and there was 
general mourning over the untimely loss 
of one of Géorgia’s greatest public -ser- 
vants. The high esteem in which he was 
heli is atteste1 in the handsome marble 
ste’.ue which now stands in the corridor 
of the state capitol, where it was re- 
moved from the junction of Peachtree 
and West Peachtree streets to preserve 
it from’ the ravages of the weather. .

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LEXANDER H. STEPHDPNS and 
Robert Toombs, two of the, must 


distinguished men to whom Geor- 
gia has ever given birth, were in manv 
respects as different as it is possible for 
men to be; but the period of their pon- 
litical activity was the same, their views 
on public questions were almost identical 
and their friendship was a remarkably 
strong one. 

For these and many other reasons tne 
are thought of almost inseparably. It is 
more than natural in speaking ‘of Geor- 
gia's great men, to mention “Stephens 
and Toombs” in one breath. 

William P. Trent, profesor in the un'‘- 
yersity of the South, in an admirable lec- 
ture, treating of them together, says Mr. 
Stephens is the more widely known, an:l 
is, perhaps, entitled to more permanent 
fame but: in many ways the career of 
Toombs is the more worthy of study, be- 
cause nis character is more typically 
Georgian and southern, at least from ttic 
point of view of politics. 

Of the two, Toombs had more energy 
and self-assertiveness than Stephens, 
representative of the dominant class of 
Georgians, while Stephens had more of 
the shrewdness and sound conservativ> 
sense of the Georgia masses than 
Toombs. Toombs was the man of action; 
Stephens the mran .of reflection. It was 
natural that Georgia should follow 
Toombs, therefore, rather than Stephens. 
. Although Georgia disregarded Steplrens’ 
warnings, she was proud to see him made 
vice president of the new. confederacy; 
and Toombs, who had ‘een slightly 
alienated from his bosom friend, gladly 
urged nim for the place. 


LOYAL TO EACH OTHER; 
LOYALTY OF GEORGIANS 

They stood by one another, these two 
Georgians; and this loyalty of Georgians 
to Georgians hag always been character: 
.istic of the people, though they had fierce 
enough political factions. This loyalt7 
stands out conspicuously in every pag: 
“which one Georgian has written about 
another, 

Robert (Augustus) Toombs and Alexan. 

‘der (Hamilton) Stepmens were born not 
far from eaeh other in the northeastern 
‘part of Georgia; the former in Wilkes. 
and the latter in Tatlaferro county. 
‘Toombs practically dropped his middle 
‘name, while Stephens: added the Hamil- 
ton to his in honor of Alexander *Hamuil- 
{ton Webster, who had helped him to go 
‘to college. The dates of- their ‘births, 
1810 and 1812, separate them as little 
as the places of their birth. 
. Young Toombs was not obliged to labor 
with his hands as Stephens was. He leJ 
the ordinary life of a well-to-do. country 
boy, while Stephens, deprived of fathex | 
and mother early. in life, learned lessons 
of privation and endurance. 

Stephens went through the University 
of Georgia with distinction. Toomds 
rather wasted time as a student and left 
tio university because threatened with 
«.pulsion, The old Toonybs Oak, on ths 
university eampus at Athens, under which 
he Is said to have given free rein to an 
expression of his opinion of the faculty, 
was for years pointed out as an histor- 
ical relic. 

The ancestors of both are sald to have

present with the Virginia troops at Brad- 
dock's defeat; but in Georgia fortuhe had 
smiled on the Toombses more than upon 
the Stephenses. Toombs was full-blood- 
ea, scarcely knowing what illness méan* 
Stephens was so puny that throughout 
his career he was often taken for a boy, 
and so delicate that his life was contin- 
ually despaired of. 


THEIR EARLY LIFE AND 
ENTRANCE INTO POLITICS 
After leaving college Stephens taught 
echool for a while. He was admitted 
to practice at the bar in the northern 
cireult of whic, William H. Crawfor.l, 
Was judge in July, 1834. In the north- 
ern circult Toombs was just beginning ; 
to make a reputation. This was in ths; 
days when a circuit was of vast extent 
in Georgin, ang thé lawyers rode for 
Miles from one country seat to another. 
Both Toombs and Stephens Made large 
fhoames from thelr profession after they 
had been practicing only a few years. 
Stephens began his address to a jury with 
calm deliberation; Toombs would ‘strat 
in at the highest pitch) plunging into! 
fierce and impassioned oratory. Both

When 
Stephens got to congress he astonished 
everybody by arguing agains; the consti- 
tutionality of his own election on the 
ground that Georgia should have complied 
with the law of 1842, dividing the state 
into congressional districts. 

The next year Georgia changed to the 
new system of districts, and as the peo- 
ple wanted bot, Stephens and Toombs; 
in congress, their home counties which 
were contiguous, were put into separate 
congressional districts. 

Toombs went to congress with flying 
colors, and the two began a long con-

HOW THEY STOOD FOR UNION, 
BUT DEFENDED THE SOUTH 


ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS. 


In congress Stephens and Toombs took | 
active and prominent part in all the great | 
discussions of the day, including Texas, 
the Mexican war and Oregon, which 
were uppermost in the public mind. 

An incident is told which {Illustrates 
the proverbial rashness of Toombs. The 
roll was being called in the house when 
Toombs, who had been gent for, came in 


blowing,”’ and answered to his name at 
the top of his voice, “‘No!"’ Stephens, 
who was at his side, said -“‘General,. cnet 
‘Here;’ it is a call of the house;” td 
which he replied, “Oh, damn it, I don’t 
care.. I’m against all they do anyhow?” 

Stephens took a-foremost stand in. de- 
fense of the morality of slavery and 
against the Wilmot proviso against slav- 
ery in riewly acquired territory, and he 
warned the people of the north against 
the rashness of their claims. 

Toombs won notice in 1849 by his stren- 
uous opposition to the election of the 
speaker of the house by the plurality 
vote, with a majority of a quorum. He 
contended that the house could make no 
new rule until after it hdd been organ- 
ized. 

It is curious that Stephens, despite his 
calmer nature, seems to have gotten into 
many more personal difficulties than did 
Toombs. In the summer of |884 he was 
almost stabbed to death by a Judge 
Cone. Hie sensitiveness on account of 
his size and his fear that people would 
try to impose upon him, accounts in a 
large measure, it is said, for the most of 
these occasions. 

Toombs, Stephens and Cobb were most, 
instrumenta] in pushing through the fa- 
mous compromise of 1850. Toombs fur- 
nished@ much of the . energy, Stephens 
much of the counsel. 

It was due to the influence of Stephens| | 
and Toombs that Georgia took her stand | 
for the union in the celebrated conven- 
tion. of 1850, called. in the interests of 
secession. The “Georgia platform’ 
urged mutual concessions between the) 
sections and abidance by the compro- 
mise of 1850. On this platform the new 
“Constitutional Union party took its) 
stanu; and the next year Howell Cobb) 
was elected governor upon it, Toombs | 
was made senator and Stephens was re3| 
turned to congress. The southern rights, 
men who opposed it, and stood by the 
Nashville convention. and ultra states’ 
rights, were completely defeated. Their 
time had not yet come. 


THEIR CHARACTERISTICS 
Accused ' of giving himself aristocratic 
airs by the way he travelled with fine) 
horses and servants galore, Toombs pro-) 
claimed that he made plenty of money) 
by his practice, and would spend it as) 
he chose. ‘‘Perish such demagogy—such | 
senseless stuff!"" He was applauded to’ 
the echo as he was when his friendship) 
made him declare that Alexander H, | 
Stephens ‘carried more brains and more 
soul for the least flesh of any man God 
Almighty ever made.’ 
This statement rather contradicted a 
humorous story Stephens once told on 
himself. He had spoken in Cherokee in 


! 1843: and after his speecn was over, a’ 


plainspoken old man came up to him and 
said: “Well, if I had been put in this. 
road to shoot a smart man, you would! 
have passed safe, sure.’ 

It required a sense of humor, says Pro-’ 
fessor Trent, to be able to tell this story, 
on himself—was it a sense of humor, or) 
was it sentimentality, that made Bie-; 
phens in the presidential election of 1852, : 
between Scett and Pierce, cast his vote: 
for Daniel Webster, a few days after. 
the death of that statesman? 

Both Stephens and ‘Toombs continued; 
in the thick of the fight over the ore 
recurring slavery question. 

Stephens maintained his position in the | 
house’ as leader and continued repelling| G 
attacks upon the south in his,own quiet:

ing in Burope. When he got back he 
accepted an invitation to deliver a lec- 
ture in Boston on slavery. It was a 
rash undertaking, but Toombs would g0 
anywhere. His lecture was moderate in 
tone and triotic and was well received. 

Both tephens and Toombs rejoiced 
when the Dred Scott decision upheld in 
the fullest manner their claim that con- 
gress could not interfera with slavery in 
the territories. And yet both were op- 
posed to the position taken by the ultra- 
southern men that congress ought to pro- 
tect slavery in the territories, There) 
was even some talk of Stephens as a 
democratic candidate to succeed Presi- 
dent Buchanan, but he did rot indulge 
the delusion, and, indeed, retiréd, as he 
thought, for good, from political life, de- 
livering a farewell address to his con- 
stituents in August, 1858. 

Toombs still continued at his post, and 
the John Brown raid called from him a 
speech which was widely commented on, 


He was evidently more alarmed by the 
way the north supporied Brown than 
by anything else‘that had happened, and 
he rushed to the conclusion that the elec- 
tion of a republican president would be 
— cient occasion fer the south to se- 
cede, 

Stephens being out of the turmoll, caun- 
seled patience, hut patience was far. 
from the keynote of Sexes speeches. 


TOOMES:- AND STEPHENS 
DURING THE CIVIL WAR 


Then followed ‘the election otf Lincoein 
as the result of a split in the demo- 
cratic party. Then came Stephens’ mas- 
terly speech before the legislature No- 
vember 14, 4860. He ‘counseled patience 
ahd opposed immediate Secession. This 
speech ‘was widely circulated in the north 
and produced an interes.ing correspond- 
ence between its author and P: :sident 
Lincoln, 

It was Robert Toombs who, though he 
had become somewhat cstranged from 
Stepheng politically, moved at the con- 


adjourn with three. cheers for Alexanaer

Stephens’ views did, not prevall, ana 
when secession became inevitable, Ste- 
phens was found standing strongly with 
Toombs in .behalf of his state and his 
country. 

Stephens was chosen vice president of 
the new confederacy, and Toombs, who 
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had been spoken of for president, was 
made secretary of state. ‘The latter soon! 
resigned, not caring to fill an executive 
position when military commands were 
to be had, and seemingly not aesirous to} 
continue in office under Mr. Davis. He} 
was made a ®rigadier general and served 
with much distinction. 

Stephens presided over the confederate 
senate. His attendance on the Hampton 
Roads conference was perhaps his most 
important service during the war. He 
stood by his section with his whole heart, 
and he always believed that if his schenie 
of raising money on, the cotton crop had 
been carried out the gduth would have 
won, 

There was nothing Stephens enjoyed 
more than getting away at times from 
the turmoil and strife and returnine te 
his far-famed Liberty Hall at Crawford- 
ville, where he could lead a simple bacf- 
elor life. Never was an estate or house | 
better named. Few ever thought of eed. | 
ing an Invitation, and almost every frain 
brought some visitor who was attended | 
to by the servants, and unconcernedly | 
put in an appearance at ‘he next meal. | 
yvery white: man -in Taliaferro countv} 
considered himself a sp*cially privileged | 
guest at the hall,.and.

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EX-GOVERNOR ALLEN D. CAND LER, 
Known Among His Political Friends as the “One-Eyed Plow Boy of 
Voted Straight Democratic Ticket in Every Elec- 


tion Held Since He Became of Age. 
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How He Fought with ‘Private’ John Allen Over a 
Blanket-Famous Race for Congress in the Ninth 
in Which He Beat Judge Emory Speer. 


A ceded Hon. Joseph M. Terrell “as 
governor, was nearly forty years 
old before~ he ever held a civil. office, 
and yet before he was three score and 
five years old, he had held almost every 
important office in the gift of the peo- 
ple, from mayor to governor. He has 
never been defeated in en election and 
has never even had a close race. 


Born and reared in “the Cherokee n@-, 


tion in northeast Georgia, young Can- 
dler’s opportunities for early education 
were limited.

MANY THINGS DONE UNDER 


| Reference has already been made to 
'Governor Terrell's deep interest in ed- 
ucational matters and to what splendid 
results he has accomplished for Georgia 
along that line. But many other things 
have heen done ang many importan;, re 
forms brought about. 

For a long time the question of fixing 
a limitation upon the state tax rate had 
been talked about. Governor Terrell rec- 
ommended a limitation and urged that it 
be put at 5 mills. This was finally enact. 
ed and the amendment to the constitution 
adopted under his administration. Each 
year since then he has held the rate 
considerably below that figure and this 
year reduced it from $4.90 to $4.80 on 
each $1,000.

MEMORABLE IN HISTORY

Story. of Governor Charles J. Jenkins Who Left 
the State with Georgia's Great Seal to Prevent 
Pillage of the Treasury. 


HERE was a “home-coming” in 
Georgia thirty-seven years ag0 
which thrilled the heart of ewery 

loyal patriot in the state with pleasure 
and pride. One of the foremost Geor- 
gians of that time had gone away from 
his native state because he loved his 
people, and did not wish them to suffer 
at the hands of corrupt politicians, For 
four years he was an exile, and when 
his ‘“home-coming’’ was announced the 
people knew he had been loyad to the 
trust imposed in him. 


That “home-coming” was the return 
to the state of Governor Charles Jones 
Jenkins, who had gone away to protect 
the people from the misrule of the re- 
publican carpetbaggers, and who  re- 
turned when he felt that all danger to

his state had passed. Why the going 
away of a governor of a state could pro- 
tect the people seems strange, Dut it 
was so. 

At this time when there is to be a 
‘“home-coming’’ of Georgians, the story 
of Governor Jenkins’ flight, and his 
home-coming wil make interesting read- 
ing. 

Charles J. Jenkins was made governor 
of Georgia in 1865. He was then one 
of the foremost statesmen of the times. 
He had been inaugurated on December 
i4, 1865, with President Johnson’s con- 
sent. That was the time in the history 
of the south when the Freedmen’s bu- 
réau was established with the mistaken 
idea that the negro had to be protected 
with a sort of court of inquiry. When-

WENT TO WASHINGTON 
TO MAKE A TEST CASE 


Governor Jenkins went to Washington, 
and tried to have tested in the United 
States supreme court the powers of 
congress to make citizens of the freed 
negroes. The court dismissed the case. 
Governor Jenkins wrote to the people of 
Georgia, advising a “firm, but tem- 
perate refusal of acquiesence in the de- 
mands of congress to maxe Georgia vote 
for the fourteenth amendment.” 

Governor Jenkins was not a native 
born Georgian, his birth place being in 
Beaufort district, 8. C., where he was 
born January 6, 1805. We came to Geor- 
gia in 1816, and spent his early years 
in Jefferson county. He was a lawyer, 
and soon became one of the leaders in 
public affairs. 

When the elivil war closed he was 
elected a~member of the reconstruction 
convention, which was called by Presi- 
dent Johnson. His election to the goy- 
ernorship immediately followed,

WHY GOVERNOR JENKINS 
WENT AWAY FROM GEORGIA 

In January, after his inauguration, he 
| refused to draw a voucher on the treas- 
ury to pay the state convention. There 
had been no appropriation for such a 
payment and Governor Jenking flatly re. 
fused to draw any such voucher. For 
this he was removed from office by 
General Meade, who detailed General 
Thomas H. Ruger to fill the executive 
chair. 

As there was nothing for Governor 
Jenkins to do but to abdicate, he let 
the capitol, which was then at Milledge: 
ville, and when he walked out iof the 
building he had with him the great seal 
of the state of Georgia. All legal papers 
and vouchers had to be stamped with the 
seal of the state before tney could be 
lawfully honored by the treasurer. Gov- 
ernor Jenkins’ idea was to get the seal 
away, as that might stop the unlawful 
pillage of the treasury. 

He immediatey left the state and car- 
ried with him the seal of state. This 
was in 1865. For four years ne kept away 
from the state, and all the while he hai 
the seal of state safely placed waere 
no one could find it. His whereabouts 
at that time were known to but few peo- 
ple, he having informed only a few clos? 
and intimate friends where he had gone. 

This was doubtless the first time that 
a chief executive ever left a stafe for the 
purpose of taking care of his people. It 
is gM@erally the case than an official 
must remain with his people if he wants 
to protect them. 

Tae self-exile of Governor Jenkins oc: 
curred at a period in the history of the 
south when such an act might have cost 
him dearly. The public mind was great- 
ly inflamed and the horde of northern 
carpetbaggers needed but small excuse to 
take summary vengeance on any citizen 
of the south who sought to thwart them 
in their alleged zeal in benalf of the ne- 
gro. Governor Jenkins had defied the 
United States government and _ then 
placed himself in contempt of the powers 
by carrying away from the governor’s 
office the seal of state. 

But he was a fearless man and know- 
ing that he almost took his own life in 
his hands, he did what he believed to be 
an act for the good of his people and his 
state. 


HOME-COMING OF JENKINS 
AND GREAT RECEPTION 


When the days of reconstruction were 
about over and the democrats were forg- 
ing their way to the front, Governor Jen- 
kins’ ‘“‘thome-coming’’ occurred. He re- 
appeared in the state as quietly ag he 
had left it. That was in I869. Ags ths 
republicans still had control of the state 
government, he did not return the seal 
which he had carried off. He was asked 
for it, but refused to tell where it might 
be found. 

It was not until 1872, when tne demo- 
crats were in complete control of the 
state’s affairs and when garpetbag rule 
was a thing of the past, that Governor 
Jenkins, then a private citizen, produced 
the seal of state. He carried it himseif 
back to the capitol and handed it over 
to the proper author ‘ies. 

After his memorable “home-coming” he 

played no more conspicuous part in pol- 
itics. 
.For several years before his death he 
was president of the board of trustees of 
tne state university. His public life was 
closed in 1877, when he served as pres- 
ident of the constitutional convention. 
He died at Summerville, near Augusta, 
on June 13, 1883. 

This story of Governor Jenkins and

Aversion to Biscuit. 

On one of these visite to Athens Payne 
showed the utter aversion of northern 
people to southern biscuit, especially 
Such as were served in those days at 
the little taverns, and the following story, 
related by Miss Harden herself and ap- 
pearing in an article in The New Eng- 
land Magazine, written by Miss Laura 
Speer, of this city, was told: 

“One morning the young lady was sur- 
prised to see her admirer enter with a 
very pale and lugubrious face. 

‘Miss Mary,’ he inquired  patheti- 
cally, ‘do you know what*gruel is?’

Naturally, both 
men were anxious to meet each Other 
and know each other under such differ- 
ent conditions. The introduction and wel- 
come of the Georgia governor to the Con- 
necticut governor was mOst happy, refer- 
ences being. made to the fact that the 
eneniy “had ‘become the’.guest as well as 
the friend. Governor Hawléy was equal- 
ly .felicitious in his reply, and from that 
hour both men felt a peculiar feeling of 
friendship and regard for each other. 

Governor Hawley asked particularly re- 
garding the battle, and why the con- 
federate forces ceased ‘firing during the 
battle, and gave the federal forces every 
reison to ‘believe that-some change of 
front was contemplated, a change that 
never materialized.

The Mission San Francisco de Assisi 
stood at the head of a great valley about 
a league from the Presidio and facing 
the eastern hills. Behind it, yet not too 
close, for the priests were ever on their 
guard against Indians more lustful of 
loot than saivation, was a long irregular 
chain of hills, breaking into twin peaks 
on its highest ridge, with a lone moun- 
tain outstanding.

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Ew YORK, October 6.—(Special.) 
N “There's an epitome of our pres- 
ent prosperity in the cross section 
of every telephone receiver or transmit- 
ter that goes out from this town," said 
a telephone engineer the other day. “It 
isn't wonderful that all sorts of facto- 
ries all over the country are working 
over time in the effort to keep up with 
their orders, for the current demand for 
telephonic apparatus is, I suppose, a fair 
criterion.”’ 

The engineer went on to call Attention 
to recent figures of the output of instru- 
ments. showing that in the first six 
months of 1906 the gross output of Bell 
telephones was nearly !,200,000 and the 
net output, with the number of returned 
instruments deducted, more than 800,000. 
As telephone transmitter and receiver are 
accounted separate instruments, the 
statement means taat in the first half 
of 1906 about 400,000 telephones, as the 
word is ordinarily understood, were add- 
ed to the Bell system—a much greater 
number than was ever added;jin the cor- 
respoming period of any other year. 
The output, furthermore, even during the 
warm months when industrial strenu- 
Ousness everywhere lets up a little, has 
kept right on, so that long before the 
current year closes there must be in 
operation considerably more than 3,000,- 
000 stations of the vast interconnected 
organization which was first to occupy 
the telephone field. 

And a little imagination, based on plain 
fact, reveals a remarkable story of the
